Wr. Pond once referred to President

In the letter, which was written at 
the time Mr. McAndrew took charge 
of the Chicago schools, Mr. Pond de 
scribed each trustee holding office in 
1924 and advised Mr. McAndrew as to 
which of them would “bear watch- 
ing.’ Mary Sheridan, a stenographer 
in the schools’ office, testified that the 
etter came from the superintendent’s 
personal file. 

Witness Tells About Letter. 

The letter was dramatically intro 
duced during the testimony of Glen 
Edwards, who said he had been em- 
ployed in 1921 as “‘ scandal tnonger”’ 
fot the public education committee, a 
citizens’ organization which is no 
longer in existence. Edwards was

witness testified that in drafting a 
letter to McAndrew he had typewrit- 
ten the names of the board members 
and that Mr. Pond had written in the 


description in longhand.

Donald B. Singer, 
‘who, incidentally has been a warm 
friend of Capt. Bass from the Mexi- 
can, border service in 1916, it was 
found necessary by the defense to ask 
a continuance until Jan. 19. This was 
granted. There are 32 witnesses to be 
heard for the prosecution. 
Bass Denies Charges. 

The defense has not announced its 
plans, but a general denia! of the 
charges is entered by Capt. Bass, who 
has been in the army 24 years, rising 
from the ranks, and has been without 
a blot on his record. He denies any 
connection with the transportation of 
the liquor and says he has been im- 
posed on by someone.

If found guilty of this and the other 
charges Capt. Bass will be dismissed 
from the service. Capt. Bass was a

signed as sergeant instructor of the 
First Illinois cavalry. He got a com- 
mission and went to the Mexican bor- 
der with that regiment, of which he 
acted as assistant adjutant. He went 
to Camp Logan in 1917 as supply offi- 
cer of the 122d field artillery. He had 
much to do with preparing 33d Divi- 
sion property for France. After the 
war he had charge of barge traffic on 
the Rhine. Previously he had charge 
of an important rail head.

FIRE SWEEPS BIG 
STORAGE HOUSE 
ON SOUTH SIDE 


Flames starting on the second floor 
of the Hintz Express and Fireproof 
Storage company’s establishment at 
420 East 47th street, early this morn- 
ing, swept rapidly through the two 
floors above and caused. a loss va- 
riously estimated at from $125,000 to 
half a million dollars. ' 

According to Richard Hintz, one of 
the owners, the entire four stories of 
the structure were filled with furniture 
left there for storage. He believed 
this would be a total loss, and if so, 
he said it would amount to $500,000. 
The firemen’s estimate of the loss was 
much smaller. 

The flames were not discovered un- 
til they had burst through the front 
of the bufiding and were reaching far 
across the street. A 4-l1l and two spe- 
cial alarms brought a large number 
of fire companies to the scene. Fire 
Marshal M. J. Corrigan took personal 
charge of the fire fighting and within 
an hour it was under control. Much 
of the work of the firemen was di- 
rected to the saving of the Nickel 
Electric Garage at 418 East 47th street 
and the Straus & Schram Furniture 
company at 424 East 47th street. 
These places, however, were separated 
from the Hintz plant by firewalls and 
were not damaged by the flames.

It was 
estimated that loop traffic had been 
speeded up from 30 to 50 per cent 
_and that Chicago motorists saved 
3,655 hours of driving time in the 
eleven and one-half hours in which 
t.2 new law was in effect. 

Many @rivers left their automobiles 
at home, it was found, because of a 


find parking space in unrestricted 
areas and garages. As a result, the 
twenty-six garages in the non-parking 
district and the thirty-four parking 
lots had plenty of surplus. space. 
There were no more than the daily | 
average of 1,200 cars in the Grant 
park paid parking space. 
Usual Quota of Cars. 

Both levels of Wacker drive, Mar- 
ket street and other legal parking 
spaces had their usual quota of parked 
cars. There was no double parking, 
as police had feared. The free park- 
ing space jin the southeast corner of 
Grant park accommoda.ed 820 cars in- 
stead of the usual average of 350. 
This was the only increase in parking 
noted in a survey of the loop area. 

In eight trips taken by a TRIBUNE 
observer through the loop district 
only two or three violations of the 
law were noted. Trucks were held 
strictly to their thirty minute allow- 
ance for loading or unloading. The 
forty-three cab stands with their ca- 
pacity of 318 cabs were full through. 
out the day but did not appear to be 
impeding traffic so much as had been 
feared by some. 

Traffic lights had been speeded up 
in anticipation of a three miles an 
hour increase in the speed of traffic. 
Leslie Sorenson, city traffic engineer. 
found that some of the lights might 
have been timed to accommodate an 
even greater increase in speed. He

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BARBER UNIONS 
DEMAND CENT 
SHAVES LOOP 


Start to Organize Shops 
for Price Boost. : 


Loop barbers, who belong to the 
Master Barbers’ association of Chicago-~ 
have joined with officers of the Jéur- 
neymen Barbers’ union to organize the 
barber shops in the downtown district, 
William A. Voight, secretary of the 
masters’ organization, announced last 
night. 

Voight said that when the loop bar- 
ber shops are organized the price of 
shaves will be raised from 25 cents to 
35 cents, while hair cuts will remain 
at 75 cents. Higher rents and in- 
creased overhead expense are given as 
reasons for the contemplated increase 
in the price of shaves. 

Some Still Ask Only 50 Cents. 


While 75 cents is given as the stand- 
ard price of hair cutting in the loop, it 
was learned that the majority of one 
and two chair shops charge 60 cents. 
and some were found that still retain 
the old 50 cent rate, with 20 cents for 
a shave. It is to line up these barbers 
in both the union and association of 
barbers that the organization campaign 
has been launched, it was said. 

“In Evanston and séctions of Rogers 
Park and other outlying districtg the 
price of shaves is ‘now 35 cents,” said 
Mr. Voight. 


Loop Shops 20% Organized. 


“And in many of these same sec- 
tions of the city the cost of haircut- 
ting is 80 cents.

Finds How Cleveland Got 


Rid of Phenol. 


Citizens of Chicago may soon ¢x- 
bect a stream of clean, tasteless and 
absolutely safe drinking water flow- 
ing from their taps was the hope held 
forth last night by Dr. Arnold H, 
Kegel, new commissioner of health. 

Dr. Kegel has announced a compre- 
nensive program to rid the drinking 
water of the odious phenol, the un- 
sightly grime, and the overloads of 
chlorine which have made miserabie 
thousands of Chicagoans, especially 
those living on the south side. P 

Armed with authority, advised how 
Mevelanders had suffered the same 
nuisance and how they got rid of it, 
viven reports from investigators he 
already had sent to search the causes 
and suggest some remedies, Commis- 
sioner Kegel last night viewed with 
hope the possibilities of an early re- 
lief. 

Water Long Bad, He Says. 

“The water didn’t just go to pieces 
when I became health commissioner,” 
he observed. “It has been bad for a 
jong time. But we are striving by 
every means to make it better.” 

The following major steps have been 
taken by Dr. Kegel in his fight to im- 
prove the water: 

1. All citizens whose businesses or 
industries have suffered financial losses 
because of the taint in the water were 
asked yesterday to write the full facts 
to Dr. Kegel, so that he may be armed 
with proof of the damage. 

2. Officials of all Indiana municipali- 
ties on the shore of Lake Michigan 
were asked to determine what remedies 
may be applied. 

3. Investigators were sent to Cleve- 
land and to Pittsburgh to report on 
how those cities met the same prob- 
lem. 
4. The corporation counsel] rendered 
an opinion holding that the city may 
apply to the courts to demand relief 
‘from guilty cities and industries, if it 
is not voluntarily given.

Seldom has an officer suffered the 
humifiation that has been the portion 
of Admiral Magruder and Gen. Sum. 
merall) for utterances that aroused the 
ire of the administration. Magruder, 
who came into collision with the high- 
er-ups as a result of publication of his 
views of the shortcomings of the navy, 
was deprived of his command of the 
Philadelphia navy yard and haled to

Must Be Landatory. 

Every officer now knows that he will 
eet what Magruder and Summeral! got 
if he opens his head on the subject of 
the shortcomings of the army and 
navy. He is at liberty to talk as 
much as he pleases, of course, so long 
as what he says is laudatory of the 
higher-ups and in no sense critical of 
the administration. 

Efforts to intimidate the press with 

a view to preventing the publication 
of disclosures of phases of our na- 
tional unpreparedness even have been 
made, but so far as is known have 
been unsuccessful. 

The gagging of the ar:ny and navy 
is highly satisfactory to the pacifist 
organizations which for years have 
been branding as militaristic every 
utterance revealing the inadequacy of 
eur national defense.

PARIS, Jan. 10.—What is regarded

Suspension of the law, which was 
passed in April, 1918, when the ner- 
yous French capitalists started hur- 
rying funds outside of France to New 
York and London, thus permits free 
interchange of capita] for the first 
time since the war. Since Premier 
Poincare has managed to stabilize the 
franc at around 3.90 cents [pre-war 
value was 20 cents] in fact* if not 
legally, the financial condition has so 
improved that the premier felt the 
jast restriction could be removed. 


The announcement of the suspen- ! 


sion of the law caused lively trading 
on the bourse, where French securi- 


ties made notable increases and for- 


eign stocks suffered a correspondent 
slump.

Thot twentyone men were killed fm a rock 
dusted mine may cause some mine owners to hesi- 
tate to install the system where it is not required 
by law. it may even lead legislators to hesitate to 
incorporate a rock dusting requirement in state 
mining codes, though the facts of this accident do 
not justify the conclusion that rock dusting is in- 
effective. The men who were killed had the {ff 
fortune to be in the immediate vicinity of the ex- 
plosion, At the time there were some 650 men in 
the mine of whom nearty 100 were in the section 
in which the explosion occurred. If the mine had 
not been dusted, it is hichly probable that the first 
explosion would have been followed by others, that 
the quantity of asphyxiating gases generated would 
have been vastly greater, and that instead of 21 
men being killed the toll would have been far 


THE ENGLISH CHURCH 
PREDICAMENT. 


A meeting of the archbishops and bishops of the 
Church of Pngland is to consider what alterna- 
tives are left the church, confronted with the 
refusal of the state to sanction the use of such a 
prayer book as the church by its own decision 
desires to have. Persons who are not communi- 
cants fn the Anglican church made the decision 
for it in parliament. They had the balance of 
power and used it against the new prayer book. 

One suggestion to be considered as offering a 
way out is to return to the prayer book of Edward 
VI., which had the sanction of parliament in 1549. 
} at is said to relate more nearly to the present 
policy of the church authority than the book now 
in use, modification of which politics has declined 
to permit. 

The anachronism, of course, is that the church 
‘has to obtain any state authority for its ritual or 
any ceremony of its devotions or any particular 
of its creed or belief. The modern alternative to 
state control of church would not be refuge in 
the sanction of a medieval parliament, but in dis- 
establishment, in the separation of church and 
state.

PROBATION.

It would be interesting to know how many crooks 
and dangerov® men convicted of crime are now out 
on probation. One such is known, and that tf Hick-

Last April this man was released on bond after his 
errest on a burglary charge and jumped his bond. 
Here, then, was a notorious police character free to 


a “juvenile offender.” We do not mean to condemn 
the whole probation system, or to deny that in cer- 
tain cases good results follow its application. But we 
do think that it ought to be carefully and sparingly 
used, and with a full realization of the danger in- 
volved in setting criminals and misdemeanants free. 
It would be well to give seme thought to present defi- 
nitions of juvenile offenders. A man under eighteen 
years of age may be every whit as bad and danger- 
ous as one of thirty. Hickman was not under eighteen 
when he was held for forgery, but he told the court 
that he was. If he had been, he would have been as 
little entitled to probation as he is now. It will be 
remembered that Loeb and Leopold were not hanged— 
as they should have been—because they were “too 
young.” What is juvenile in these days when 
youngsters turn and kill tn the practice of 
their “profession” 7 It is. about time that more 
consideration were given to society and less tender- 
ness shown to rebels against it.
